Not a day passes that this eonntry is not apprised ot ihe w.i 
derfui Hlrides .lapun is making in industrial development due lu u 
ouurmouH amount of capital which has poured into that eoantij 
throofh the tale of war suppliea, and to the fact tliat Japan is set 

in for Her opportunities wiiile Europe is in u deaih (frappie. i nil 
States t'oramercial Attache \V. C. l>owiu has published u stutemii 
to the eifeet that Japan has become a rival of the United States 
supplying iiardware to Vuslria. Tin- I'niled Slates consuls in Ciiii . 
have repeatedly called our attention to the gradual displacement t 
lliHt country of Americun cotton goods by those manufactured 
Japan. Last year Japan imported a billion pdnnds of mw cotii . 
She purchased her first spindles from us and as has copied thera t y 
Ihe thousnnds' as her cotton gnodn industry developed. Ralph Odell, 
of the department of commerce, recently n jiorted that while our 
export trade in cotton (roods to China had (hopjied to one-third of 
what it formerly was, that of Japan had increased nine-fold. 

Inquiry was made last ^ear of governor general Harrison us o 
the reason fur the shorta^re of Philipp'iie hi iii{> in the .'\iii< ric-ip in.i' - 
ket. It develo|>ed that Japan had lieen a heavy liuyer in the I'iiil ,i 
pines. Hiie is buying sheep in Australia and with a view of laisi 
her own wool ami making it into cloth. She has her eye on the'(?reat 
ore depusiiN ut China to he smcltercd in the mills of Uiroshiuni. She 
IS importing large quantities of Argentine hides. 

That .lapaii shunld tl<'\.'lop new industries and new nnirkets ■• 
perfectly natural. That American producers may ultimately be coi . 
pelled to relinquish their hold on the Asiatic Oceanic markets li 
some produels srcins eertain. Hut the losses which we may snstii 
in exports to those (luurters ol the globe pale into insignificance wheii 
compared with the certainty of Japanese encroachment on onr do 
mestie market if rjites of duty snflieiently proteetivo are not speedil^ 
adopted. During the lirst eight mouths of the current year Japan 
exports to us were twice the value of those during the first eigli. 
inonths of 1!)i;(. The .\meiiean Keonomist lecently piihlished ; 
phamphlet showing wages paid in Japanese industries taken from 
official Japanese sources. They ranged from 12 cents a day 'in the 
case of fliildri n, to r)."i cents n day for men. In addition to this, Japai 
subsidizes many of her chief industries, a policy, which would not 
^tolerated in this country, .lapanese clothiers come into this count r. 

they take measurements, mail them hack home, the oods ar. made t 
. measure and returned to the customer. A lucrutive business bus hee.. 
developed in making baseballs in Japan for our market. And Japa i 
is acting as her own carrier in her trade with ns, as well as wit 
other nations. She is marking up freight rates for all the trallie wi 
stand, and giving preference in space facilities to her own goods. 

If a referendum vote could he held in this country today on tin 
question of protection or free trade, the former would win. Tli 
fact that in the dyestuffs tariff the party now in power departed fioi i, 
its traditional policy indicates that the pressure which was brough:

Washington, February 7— Favoraltlc 
reports were ordered by the House 
.N'aval Comniltteo today on three ad- 
ministration measures which will be 
offered as amendmenta to the Navy 
appropriations bill, vhen It is to he 
taken iqi in the House again tomorrow 
for Immediate passage. 

One of the amendments vvoulii lui- 
tliorize a hond Issnc of $I,'>ii.(miii,ii(io 
to cover the cost of prompt complolion 
of war ships now under coaatructlon 
and ithe purchase or construction of 
additional submarines, destroyers and 
supplies. Another would authorize 
the conimanderinR by the government 
of ship yariis and niunllious plants, 
and the third would appropriate $1,- 
000,000 to purchase basic patents of 
air craft.

OlTlclalB here ore inolined to min- 
imize the importance of the detention 
because they believe it largely baa 
arisen from a misunderstanding and 
soon will be straightened out 

It has been offlcUlly announced that 
there Is no Intention of taking the 
(Icrnian ships. Moreover, dlsputelies 
have been conveyed to Uerniany 
through tbe Spanish embassy as to 
the courtesies granted to former Ger- 
man odIchiU In this oountry and their 
receipt Is expected to, clarity greatly 
any misconception in Germany as to 
America's attitude. 

The whole policy of the State De- 
partment Is to proceed with the i 1(« iirrsentatives of the 
strictest regularity in order to afford 
absolutely no ground for offense.
